It bought of the 
United States in 1888, over 45 million 
dollars worth c f goo dr, whioh makes the 
dominion a pretty good customer of ours* 
and we bought from Canada 38 millions 
wcrth. 
It will take a little nerve for Canada 
to serve notioe on Great Britain that 
there must be a divorcement, but taking 
into account the strength cf the domin­ 
ion and the f sot that England can’t afford 
to have another war on this continent, 
and that diplomacy and not ball and

It is interesting to note the develop­ 
ment of the English language since the 
eentury began. Of the 162,000,000 peo­ 
ple speaking seven languages—English, 
French, German,Spanish, Russian,Ital­ 
ian, and Portuguese—the English speak­ 
ers were leas than 13 per oent.

1885 the

■even languages had 
increased 
to 
nearly 
400,000.000, 
and 
of 
this 
number 125,000,000 spoke English; bo 
that from 13 per cent in 1800, the lan­ 
guage baa advanced to 31 per cent in 
1885.

The clerk proceeded 
to read

abridged journal (omitting the detailed 
vote). Mr. Bland, of 
Missouri, de­ 
manded the reading of the document In 
full, and this 
was 
ordered by the 
Speaker. 
The clerk wm proceeding to read from 
the record the detailed votes of yester­ 
day when Mr. Outhwaite, of Ohio, ob­ 
jected and demanded the reading should 
be from the original document. The 
Speaker said that the clerk was reading 
from the record as a matter of conven­ 
ience, but if the gentleman objected he 
might have his way, and he instructed 
the clerk accordingly. 
The reading of the Journal WM not 
completed until 12:50, and Immediately 
Mr, McKinley, of Ohio, moved that the 
journal bo approved, and on that motion 
demanded tho previous question. 
Mr. Springer interjected a motion to 
adjourn, saying that he did so to enable 
the committee on rules to bring In a 
code of rules. 
The Speaker—The gentleman la not 
In order In speaking on a motion to ad­ 
journ.! 
Mr. Springer—There arc no rules for 
the House. 
The Speaker—There are rule! for the 
House. 
Mr. Springer—Where are they? 
The Speaker—The rules that govern 
parliamentary 
assemblies, and those 
rules distinctly declare that a motion to 
adjourn is not debatable, of which the 
gentleman is perfectly aware. 
The motion to adjourn was lost—Yeas, 
125; nays, 162, and the question recur­ 
ring on the demand for the previous ques­ 
tion, tho yeas and nays were ordered.

DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 


A Determined Sight to Be Kept Up Against 
Reed. 
W ashington, Feb. I.—At a caucus of 
the Democratic members of the House to 
consider tho situation relative to the 
Speaker's rulings, the attendance wm 
very large. A statement was made that 
Mr. Randall had sent a note from his 
sick room advising the party to stand 
firm in their course of the past three 
days and to make every resistance prac­ 
ticable in a firm hut dignified manner. 
He characterized the courso of the 
Speaker as unprecedented and outrage­ 
ous, and said that the duty of the 
Democrats is to remain in their seats 
in* the Uouso and make a fight by 
every 
proper 
course. 
His 
advice 
strengthened greatly the determination 
of the party, and all the discussion 
Indicated that the course of the past 
three days will be continued. A sug­ 
gestion that the members withdraw from 
the hall of the House and thus break a 
quorum did not meet with any favor. 
A suggestion was made that as soon as 
any measure la passed which will make 
ll possible the matter should be carried 
to ad-[ to the Supreme .court for a decision. 
It la probable that, In case the Repub­ 
lican contestant from West Virginia is 
seated, suit will be brought to prevent 
his drawing pay, and the matter thus 
carried to the Supreme court. 
Every expression of the caucus Is In 
favor of continuing the fight from day 
to day against the Speaker's rulings, In 
the same manner as has been done dur­ 
ing the past few flays. A resolution by 
Mr. Oates for the appointment of a com­ 
mittee of seven to manage the fight was 
voted down. A resolution was passed 
directing Mr. Carlisle to prepare a pro­ 
test to be signed by all the Democratic 
members, and the caucus adjourned.

Although he was in 
charge of the Sixth ’National bank 
throughout the day all deposits were re­ 
ceived as usual. 
Examiner Hepburn is still in posses­ 
sion of tho Sixth National Bank.

The Government N egotiating w ith Amer­ 
ican Firms—Army Reforms. 
Lisbon, Feb. I.—Portugal failed to 
make a contract with the Krupps for 
want of money, and is now negotiating 
with the United States for tho immedi­ 
ate purchase of torpedoes, gunboats and 
200,000 magazine rifles.

T WOULD BE AS 
difficult to fix the 
period when f o o t 
clothing was first 
worn by man as to 
fix the date of his 
existence. 
All that 
Is known in regard 
to the former is that 
In some of the most 
Ancient records al­ 
lusions to foot COV- 
e r i n g s o c c u r . 
These tell that sandals and shoes were 
made by the Egyptians and the inhabit­ 
ants of the eastern countries from the 
eaves of the papyrus and rawhides over 
5,000 years ago; but whether foot cloth­ 
ing was first made from vegetable or 
animal substances must remain a matter 
of conjecture. The earliest efforts of 
'oot clothiers 'were, in all probability, 
confined to protecting the soles, and con­ 
sisted of sole-guards and fastening ap­ 
pliances. 
For 
these 
linen, rushes, 
broom, flax, wood, bark of trees, hides 
of animals, and even metals were em­ 
ployed. 
It Is possible that the Romans first set 
the example of using boots and shoes as 
instruments of torture and degradation. 
The Romans used a shoe of iron, as tho 
early Christians knew to their cost. The 
Instrument known as "the boot” is de­ 
scribed as being made of a slip of parch­ 
ment. This was placed on tho leg wet, 
and by its steady yet violent contraction 
caused intolerable pain to its Wearer. 
A boot into which wedges were driven 
was employed for a like end. 
The brothers Crispin aud Crispinian, 
two shoemakers of Rome, on adopting 
the Christian faith were expelled from 
the city. They wandered into France,

Apart from the gold laco and silver 
thread with which “shooties" were edged 
at this period the shoes worn did not 
entail a great expense to the wearers. 
Dramatists of the same reign and of that 
of Charles I. made frequent mention of 
corked 
shoes. 
The 
boots 
of the 
Cromwellian era were mostly of buff 
Spanish leather. They were plain to 
ugliness, and were armed with a square 
piece of leather in front to keep the 
pressure of the stirrup from the instep. 
During the existence of the common­ 
wealth and for some time after, the tops 
of the 
boots 
were 
of 
enormous 
width. The shoes during the reign of 
Charles II. and James II. were distin­ 
guished by high heels and longish toes, 
tapering toward their points, but cut 
square at the ends, the uppers of which 
not only covered the instep, but extend­ 
ed some distance over the shins of their 
wearers. 
Shoes of Spanish leather, laced with 
gold, were also commonly worn. 
Those 
of men of fashion had squarer or less 
pointed toes,with huge flaps ornamented 
with diminutive buckles, the heels being 
somewhat higher and covered with col­ 
ored leather. 
Buckles, it is said, were first used in 
the reign of William III.; but tho brass 
of Robert Attclath at Lynn, who died in 
1376, is pictured with shoes w ith buck- 
els. The costiliness of many of the 
buckles so worn Is placed beyond doubt 
from the fact that they wero often fash­ 
ioned of the most precious metals aud 
studded with brilliants. 
William him­ 
self wore high jack boots, scarcely dif­ 
fering in form from and having tho same 
belongings by way of instep-guards as 
those of his predecessor. They were cut 
as ugly as can possibly bo imagined. 
Buckled shoes lasted down to tho be­ 
ginning of tho present century. 
They 
were speedily succeeded by shoes fast­ 
ened with strings. Tho buckle makers, 
who wero almost ruined by the change, 
petitioned the then Prince of Wales to 
leave off wearing shoo strings in favor 
of buckles, but his readiness tn oblige 
the petitioners did not materially serve 
them. 
In tho reign of George III. close­ 
fitting top boots, tho legs of which 
were cut from grained leather, were 
very commonly worn. Tho upper por- 
j tion was cut moro to resemble tho form 
of tho leg, and it was furnished with a 
I turnover, or a top, as it was afterward 
called. 
High boots so cut wero found 
to be difficult to get on and off, and in 
the process of time tho height of leg was 
lowered. 
In many of these lowered 
boots the turnover reached down to the 
ankle. It was during this reign that 
the Hessian came into fashion—perhaps 
the handsomest boot ever worn. This 
was followed by the Wellington. 
In the reign off George IV. ladies wore 
boots laced up the front. Sandaled slip­ 
per' were also concurrently worn, and 
remained in fashion till tho early portion 
of tho reign of Victoria. Ribbons for 
shoe-strings were commonly employed at 
this period.

preaching and working by turns in the 
several towns through which they passed 
till they arrived at Soissons, where they 
suffered martyrdom on Oct. 25, 308. 
These brothers, in accordance with an 
old-world Catholic custom, became the 
patron 
saints of shoemakers, and on 
each succeeding anniversary of their 
martyrdom it is still a practice in many 
countries for shoemakers to pay tribute 
to their memories. 
The shoes worn by the Belgic Britons 
were made of raw cowhide. Such shoes 
are known to have been worn by the 
Irish down to the time of Edward III., 
and by the Scotch, with certain varia­ 
tions, to a much later date. 
The leather of the upper is much 
stronger than that used in the strongest 
•hoes, being made of cowhide dressed for 
the purpose, and it never has an Inside 
lining like the ordinary shoe. The sole 
leather is generally of an inferior de­ 
scription. The regular brogue was of 
two sorts, the single and the double 
pump, the former consisting of the solo 
And upper only; the latter had a welt 
sewed between the sole and the upper 
leather. In the process of making the 
regular brogue there was neither hemp, 
wax, nor bristles used by the workman, 
the sewing all being performed by a 
thong made of horsehide. 
The brogue is worn larger than the 
foot, tho space being filled in with a sap 
of hay. Tho Irish brogue-makers pride 
themselves on the antiquity of their 
trade and boast over shoemakers, whom 
they consider a Spurious craft on their 
noble art 
Oar Saxon forerunners, partially, at 
least, adopted the Greek and Roman cus­ 
tom of wearing boots and shoes to dis­ 
tinguish their rank .or station; and a 
similar custom prevailed in France. The 
chief characteristic of Saxon footgear is a 
long pointed toe and the slashing of the 
upper. The shoes worn in the eleventh, 
twelfth, and thirteenth centuries, and, 
Indeed, both before and after, wero cut 
from leather, silk, velvet, satin, and 
every description of then-existing woven 
fabric, and ornamentation and extrava­ 
gance were at different periods carried 
to absurd lengths. Tho great Cardinal 
Wolsely is said to have worn shoes of 
gold. The probability is that gold em­ 
broidery or leather stamped in gold is 
what he really wore. It is related that 
a courier named Robert, in third Ed­ 
ward's time, wore the toes of his boots 
so long that be had to stuff them with 
tow and curl them up like a ram's horn, *

The nearest .rail-way sta­ 
tion was fifty miles away, and the evi­ 
dences cf civilization were extremely 
rare, bat the soil was good, the olimate 
bracing, and with all the energy that 
characterizes the early settler, (ha new 
home was established.

On this partionlar May morning abe 
was on her way to her landed estate, af­ 
ter spending a little time at home. The 
day was perfect, with almost an oppres­ 
sive stillness. 
Tbe broad, rolling prairie stretching 
oat to a bine fringed horizon in every 
direction, dotted here and there, at ir­ 
regular intervals with sod houses or 
claim shanties,served aa a reminder cf 
thejooean, at rest. 
The long and graoef al sweep of a Hook 
of curlews, and the sentinel antelope on 
tne knoll in the distance, were the only 
aigna of animate life; and yet our heroine 
was not lonesome, for she was soon be­ 
come the possessor of a good farm, in 
her own name, and aa she tripped along 
towards the new home her mind was fill­ 
ed with bright imaginings for the future# 
Virions of a new civilization, with 
ohnrohea and aohool houses, villages and 
railroads, appeared, and a bright pano­ 
rama of the country, under ten years of 
rapid development, oaused present hard­ 
ships, to seem light, and filled the mind 
with hope and joyous anticipation. 
Tbe little ahanty just in Bight across 
the prairie, would be replaced by the 
your I Bung white farm house with comfortable 
baru and out buildings, surrounded by 
shrubery, and some young farmer from 
the Badger state would share the happi­ 
ness of the new home. 
The day passed very quietly with 
nothing to break the monotony. The 
little one room domicile with the hay 
•love in one corner and the few articles 
of plain furntiure/potisessed bat few at* 
traction?, and waa snggestive of many 
discomforts. 
In the evening the wind came up 
from the west and with the oold wave a 
few scattering ti akee of snow: The storm 
increased rapidly and before bed time 
tbe gale was sweeping aorosa the prairie 
like a howling tempest, and the dim ray 
cf light from the one window was hardly 
perodptible twenty paces away. 
Under the pressure of the storm tbe 
little building rocked and creaked and 
seemed liable to fly away in the dark­ 
ness at any moment. 
It waa a long dreary night, and just aa 
the first rays of light appeared, cur 
brave young homesteader prepared to 
leave the claim ahanty and find her way 
to the family homestead four miles away 
Tbe wind was still blowing at a terrific 
rate and while it waa not odd, the air was 
filled with snow, whioh was drifting bad­ 
ly. Familiar land marks were not visi­ 
ble, but trusting to her knowledge of the 
country, and carefully noting the pointe 
of compass, abe started out to faoe the 
storm.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Feb. I.—The bot­ 
tom of a portion of the town of Plains, 
about four miles from here, dropped out 
to-day, and with It three single, houses 
and a double block, causing consterna­ 
tion among the tenants and excitement 
in the town.

r Adorns n W reath with 
Deed H usbands fedfects. 
A unique piece of handiwork has 
just been completed by Mrs. Sophia 
Laramore of Waterbury, Conn., who 
is now approaching her seventieth 
year. It is a mortuary wreath in mem­ 
ory of her husband, who was dead 
nearly five years before tho curious 
Symbol was begun. 
She made it of 
relics of her late husband and of arti­ 
cles which were the property of the 
wives who preceded her. The frame 
is of putty, into which, while soft, the 
widow placed, among others, the fol­ 
lowing articles: In tho center of the 
top cross piece are the spectacles of 
her late lamented and a small vial con­ 
taining the pills which were left over 
from his last illness. Besides these, 
there are many small stones which he 
had treasured during life, his jack 
knife, a piece of candy which she says 
ho had left uneaten, buttons of all 
kinds from his clothing, and a small 
bottle containing cheese made by his 
first wife. All of this collection 
labeled, as for instance: * ‘The smelling 
bottle used by the wife before fie.” 
Inclosed in the frame is a picture of 
him whose memory the wreath is sup­ 
posed to. perpetuate. 
The wreath 
above the portrait is composed almost 
entirely of flowers and leaves, each of 
these made either of some portion of 
his coat, waistcoat, trousers, necktie!, 
or suspenders, and worked together 
artistically. The shirt in which he 
died is honored in having made from it 
a showy bird, too wonderful 
and 
strange for description. Just outside 
tho wreath 
are 
placed suspender 
buckles and watch chains entwined 
with the hair of the mother of his 
first wife. Some of the hair from his 
own head has been made into tendril! 
aud the stamen of one of the flowers is 
of the material that lined his coffin. 
On another side of tho wreath is a 
hunch of raisins ho bought her the 
winter before he died, saying: “Now, 
don't cook any of these, but eat every 
one.” Balancing tho raisins are three 
wires, each supporting one of his 
S 
stilt and behind them is the last 
othpick he ever used.
